PHILADELPHIA. Pa., Oct. 18.— ] 
The last of the famous Indian tribe i 
of Beothuks, a race thought to have j 
been extinct since 1829, have just 
been discovered by Protessor Frank 
G. Speck, of the University of Penn-J 
Sylvania Museum, according to a re­ 
port which the professor 
has sub­ 
mitted. 
For centuries the Beothuks kept 
out of the range of civilization, and 
it was only through accident 
that 
trace of the supposedly extinct tribe} 
was discovered. The three, said Pro­ 
fessor Speck, the only living mem­ 
bers of the Beothuks. were located 
along the Penobscot river almost in 
the center of New England civili­ 
zation, where they had drifted 
in 
search of medical aid. 
One of the ] 
three, an old Indian woman, said to : 
be nearly IOO years old, told to Pro-) 
fessor Speck the history of the lost 1 
tribe, and thus was add»*d, in the; 
opinion of the instructor, an import- 
ant link which has been missing in 
anthropological history for early a 
century. 
i 
The last of the tribe have promis­ 
ed Professor Speck 
that they will! 
come to this city this winter, when 
they will submit to a cross-examina­ 
tion by anthropologists, in an effort 
to trace more accurately the doiugs 
of the lost race in the years since 
they supposedly became extinct. 
The Beothuks were first discov­ 
ered In 14 97 by the Cabots in New­ 
foundland. Three of them were cap- 
: lured and taken to London, where, 
I through the fact that their bodies 
were dyed red, according to an an­ 
cient custom of 
their 
race, they 
caused the American Indian to 
be 
* known as the “red man." For this 
reason anthropologists have always 
regarded the Beothuks 
as exceed- 
i inglv important to their science. 
I 
The last of the Beothuks to 
be 
i seen alive was Shanandithet. 
He 
died in St. John, Newfoundland, in 
1829 About this time, according to 
Doctor Speck, a numler of expedi­ 
tions were made into the interior by 
men of science, with the hoj>e of dis­ 
covering some of the fast-dwindling 
jtril>e, who were noted for their in­ 
tense hatred and fear of the white 
man and 
his civilization.
